The spirit of Voltaire's, "I do 
not believe a word you say sir, 
but I shall defend to death your 
right to say It," Is alive on West- 
ern's campus. 

In a meeting of the student par 
liament a bill to make any pro 
communist act an indictable of- 
fence in Canada was squashed 
60-12. 

• At roughly .the same time Mc- 
Gill's Model Parliament passed 
CCF sponsored bill Regarding price 
and rent controls. Mr. M. J. Cold- 
well,. National leader of the CCF 
was the speaker at McGlll. 

Ai Western's student Parliament, 
Liberal Leader Ernie Fedryk sold 
that the implementation of the bill 
would require an impossibly large 
police force which would, In effect, 
set up a totalitarian state in 
Canada. , 

Fedryk went on to voice his 
opinion that many of todays social 
concepts were at one time labeled 
with nasty words because they did 
not conform with the thought pat- 
tern of the majority. 

Dan Paltich, speaking as an in- 
dependent lamented the fact that, 
"It is getting so tthat) anything 
remotely connected with freedom 
means communism." 

Liberal member, Betty Mortrcuil 
said, .."It is bettor to have Com- 
munism out In the open than to 
have It go underground where the 
Communists would become violent- 
ly active.,

As Election Officials Gather 



Is to provide undergraduates with 
legal advice on personal problems. 
Any student, who feels the need of 
such advice, may visit the office of 
the Reverend E. C. Knowles. uni 
vcrslty chaplain. Very often the 
problem can be cleared up by 
Reverend Knowles himself. When, 
however, he feels lhat it Is of a 1c 
gal. nature, there exists a panel of 
lawyers, all graduates of McGill, to 
which he can submit it 

If all that Is necessary is 'com 
petent advice, there is usually no 
charge. When the student needs 
the servîtes of a lawyer— In court, 
for Instance— then, a fee Is charged 
for the lawyer's time.' However, 
even this is kept to the minimum. 

The 'prime purpose of this service 
is to provide a place where under 
graduates may go when in need 
of expert advice, and all inquiries 
arc kept confidential. 

Last year there were over one 
hundred students who took advan- 
tage of this service. The majority 
of these cases dealt with rent, ten 
ùre, leases and x property rights 
There were very few cases of a cri- 
minal nature, but quite a few prob 
lems dealing with domestic rcla 
Hons, traffic accidents, and In 
qulrles as to marriage procedure 
here In Quebec. In order that all 
aspects of the last problems be 
provided for, a' notary of each of 
the major religions Is also included

MeGil! itudtnt» will, no doubt, be glad to 
hear that they have more incentive to study 
than tludcnU at any other Canadian univer- 
lity. This is the deduction made from a theory 
arising out of debate at the University of 
Alberta, discussing a resolution asking that 
free university education be provided for all 
unlified students. " 
The Gateway, the student newspaper, 
quoting from one of the speakers, said: "One 
of the'ehief incentives for university students 
to excel at their studies is the knowledge that 
they are spending tjicir own or their parcntE* 
money. If the state or some such abstract 
body were to supply the whole shot', then the 
driving force would be gone," 

It would seem then that- the more an indi- 
vidual pnys, the more incentive he should 
have. Ergo, since McGill students pny, on an, 
H'eragc, the highest fees in Canada/they have 
the greatest incentive. 

Actually, we arc not, at this point, going 
to debate the incentives for studying, but 



somehow we feel that "paying for an educa- 
tion" is not one- of them.- We are, however, 
concerned with the cost of an education. 

It is generally agreed that the grants to the 
universities - from the , Federal Government 
docs little more than show how grievous the 
situation actually is. For even with grants 
•McGill v was "forced to raise its fees to prevent 
an estimated deficit of a quarter of a million 
dollars, And there being no guarantee that the 
situation in regard to expenditures will , not 
get worse necessitates another fee increase, 
deprives still more of a college education. . 

Free education is one solution, and one 
country 1 where it exists to u large extent is 
France; There only a very small nominal. fee, 
is charged; at the Sorbonne it is in the vici- 
nity of seven dollnrs per yenr. 

The solution which will probably I)

. Talk of grants and scholarships from the 
. Government always brings forth discussion 
on "outside control" of a university. A rather , 
new aspect of "outside control" was brought 
to light recently at the University of Mani- 
toba. There nn organization of parents from 
i a high school in Winnipeg resolved to petition 
the University of Manitoba to change the 
required courses in some of the faculties. \ 

This action, The' Manitoban feels, would 
lower the standard of education at the univer- 
sity. The action. is significant Aid, if it.is in- 
dicative of à trend, dangerous, for it. would 
mark the beginning of lobbying in education. 
Like' almost everything, even democracy. can 
be carried too far, and such an incident as the 
above is one example. 

Required coursés is the type of thing for 



which there can be no set rule, and so any 
plan is subject to debate. However, it is im- 
portant to, remember that decisions on required 
courses as well us all matters regarding the 
«standard of education arc made by a group 
of people who devote their lives to educating' 
and are not catering to any special interests. 
•Their goal is to provide a means whereby 
boys and' girls just out of high school can be- 
come intelligent and thinking men and women. 

The Manitoban, discussing this affair, 
says: ."Democracy in education means only 
equal opportunities for those 'who can meet 
the academic requirements. While we have not 
yet fulfilled this definition it is important to 
sec we go no further. Higher education is a 
privilege extended to those who can qualify 
cndcmically. It is not a birthright. E. K.

Impressionism in Music 
Claude Achille Debussy

In order to understand modern 
music, one must be familiar with 
the music that preceded and neces- 
sitated it. Most periods In music 
seem to grow out of a breakdown 
in the preceding one, and such was 
definltèly the case with modern 
music. It was born out of the Rom- 
antic period, and was in, Its experl- 
mental stages during the promhv 
ènce of the Russian Nationalist 
.Composers.* 

Modern music, although a phase 
of the 1 Romantic Period, was 
directly opposed to It in method^. 

built up by the music. Instead the 

moderns developed an Interest In 

structure. They became Interested 

in preserving old music, analys- 
ing It, and using the forma In 
■ new ways. 

The modern composers developed 
new orchestral colom by using 
fewer Instruments and using them 
in different ways. New forms be- 
came the germinating Influence for 
the largos. The rhythms were 
strsnge, unbalanced, and synco- 
pated and polyrhythmus (two 
rhythms played simultaneously) 
were common. The harmonies were 
Important seventh, ninth and elev- 
enth chords, were characteristic, 
and atonallty and polytonallty (a 
melody In no particular scale, or 
in Mveral) were not exceptional, 
"The Impressionist deals In 

qultt Impalpable and fugitive 

affects resembling the texqulsfle 

soft tones of the pastel. Never- 
theless, quiet and subdued as may 

be the effect produced the art 

or the Impressionist is not vague 

and • Inchoate; It Is penetrant,, 

subtle and extremely self-eon- 

selous. All these Impalpable 

effects are finely conceived and 

eoniummatety executed In the 

art of a composer like Debussy," 

David Eric Brrg writes. 
Claude Achille ■ Debussy (1SS1- 



1018), thé leider of this school, was 
a Frenchman with a very definite 
idea of Trance's musical heritage. 
Debussy admired the work of 
Rameau and Couperius, and felt 
that In appreciating the work of 
BeethovenT Schumann and espe- 
cially Wagner, the French people 
had betrayed themselves. Debussy 
wanted to create a style of music 
that was .part of his people, and 
would express their psychology and 
their backgroud. - 

Debussy began studying at the 
Bjaris Music Conservatorlum when 
he was eleven, and won the Prix de 
Rome when he. was twenty-two, 
This entitled him to three years 
study at the Villa Medici in Rome, 
He toured Russia with Mme. Van 
Meek (Tchalkovcsky's supporter) 
and met Mousergsky, who influ- 
enced him a great deal. A little 
later he met Eric Satie, whom he 
greatly admired and followed. 
Debussy's style began to ma-

Mrdlcl, He began to write merely 
for the pleasure of the sound. 
He rollowed no rules, and used 
no set form. He used parallel 
motion (pre-Bach) Instead or the 
customary contrary motion, and 
his musle was atonal. He, like 
Satie, had a great respect for 
sound, and found It most effec- 
tive when used sparingly. He 
studied harmonica of a note and 
placed It on the staff to produce 
a quality distinctly its own, occa. 
•lonally reinforced. His chords 
are usually separate units used 
to produce a momentary effect 
with no regard to preparations 
for a resolution ot discards (con- 
secutive dormant sevenths in 
different keys).' 

Although he used no strict 
form, Debussy was partial to a 
three-part form, and used It with 
discretion and good taste. 
Although this is hot a full or 
detailed explanation of impression- 
ism, it may have served to give a 
general idea of the subject.

Major Campus Dates 



A verdict ot laxity and Irrespon- 
sibility In the handling of student 
finances was pronounced by the 
Students' Representative Council of 
Sydney University, against the di- 
rectors and business manager of 
t year's Revue. This was the 
first of three motions passed by 
the Council after a month of events 
beginning on Sept. 3. j 

On that dale the StdUent News- 
paper, Honl Soil, published a front 
page article and editorial on the 
Revue Commmittee's management 
of student funds. The report stated 
that the delay in the presenting of 
a proper balance-sheet by the di- 
rectors of the Revue^ showed a lack 
of the proper sense of responsibil- 
ity and that the chaotic state of 
their accounts showed incompe- 
tence. 

The business manager of the 
Revue immediately informed the 
Director of Student Publications 
that he considered the articles 
"salacious" and demanded a dismis- 
sal or resignation of Hont Solt Edi- 
tor, John Malone. Mr. Malonc re- 
plied that the most expert minds 
In the University had found noth- 
ing "salacious"— that Is: lustful, ob- 
scene, or lecherous— In the. article 
or editorial with the exception per- 
haps of the slightly "voluptuous" 
curve on the commas, 

A motion of censure against Mr. 
Malone was unanimously defeated 

but the threat of legal action re- 
mained. 

The Executive of the Student's 
Council faced the disapproval of 
the Student Body by preventing the 
publication of the Revue balance- 
sheet. The President of the Council 
stated that in respect to Council 
matters he decided what was to be 
printed in the Honi Soit. Editor 
John Malone argued that If this 
were carried our, it would, deprive 
the students, to whom the Council 
is responsible, of any protection 
against misdemeanors on the part 
of Council members.
